It is literals* true that mo nth I 
by mo nth the po ssibility o f co m­ 
plete remo val o f any fo rm o f these 
new gro wths diminishes in a def­ 
inite arithmetical pro gressio n. It 
is also true that the great m ajo r­ 
ity o f these gro wths are lo cal at 
first and o nly beco me generalized 
later o n. Why , then, sho uld any 
o ne delay treatment at the earli­ 
est po ssible time? 
The American So ciety fo r the 
Co ntro l o f Cancer has co llected 
so me figures which sho w where 
the respo nsibility lies. In a series 
o f 158 cases in which the patient 
presented himself to o late fo r suc­ 
cessful treatment, the patient wa3 
respo nsible in 55 per cent, the 
phy sician in IT per cent, and bo th 
patient and phy sician wo re re­ 
spo nsible in the remaining, o ver 
27 per cent 
The average delay in this series 
was eight and o ne-half mo nths. 
That is, delay in starting tre a t­ 
ment after the co nditio n co uld 
have been adequately diagno sed. 


Caules o f Delay 
So me o f the figures are illumi­ 
nating. In cancer o f the face and 
skin the patient was respo nsible 
in 12 p< r cent o f ca>es. the phy si­ 
cian was respo nsible fo r delay in 
no cases, and bo th phy sician and 
patient were respo nsible fo r delay 
in 5 per cent o f cases; the aver­ 
age perio d o f delay was o ver 12 
mo nths, 
In breast cancer the 
patient w*as respo nsible in 18 per 
cent o f cases, the phy sician alo np 
was respo nsible in 3 per cent, and 
the phy sician and patient were 
respo nsible in 2 per cent; the av­ 
erage delay was 12 mo nths. 


Reaso n■» fo r delay were?: The 
patient did no t co nsider the sy mp­ 
to ms serio us eno ugh. 
This o c­ 
curred in mo re than o ne-half o f 
j cases. Pure negligence acco unted 
fo r l l per cent o f delay s, ex pense 
fo r IO per cent, fear o f cancer, I 
per cent, fear o f do cto rs, I 1? per 
: cent, treatm ent by cultists o r 
tho se who pro mised no n-o perative 
treatm ent. I 1.* percen t. 
I am no t surprised that delay 
I o ccurred in a large number o f 
; cases o f cancer o f the sto mach 
and o f the large bo wel. These bc- 
i gin so insidio usly that I have 
kno wn a number o f do cto rs who 
' succumbed to them simply because 
there were no early sy mpto ms. 
Generalized Cases 
In ano ther gro up o f cases the 
co nditio n is apparently mo re o r 
k- s generalized fro m the begin­ 
ning. I judge that this happens 
in abo ut 5 per cent o f all cases 
belo nging to such gro ups as tho se 
we call sarco ma in children. In 
ano ther gro up o f true cancers 
there is apparently so me change 
in the bo dy chemistry which ab­ 
so lutely do o ms the patient to re­ 
currence o f spread by the blo o d 
and ly mph stream, and these arc 
mo re o r less ho peless. But in 90 
per cen; o f cases the co nditio n is 
lo cal 
fro m the beginning and 
co uld be cured by early treatment. 
In this gro up belo ng mo st cases 
o f cancer o f the skin and o f the 
breast; as sho wn in the statistics 
given abo ve. Do cto rs are seldo m 
respo nsible in this class o f case. 
Mo st o f these gro wths o n the 
skin can be remo ved by the X-ray 
o r by radium, entirely painlessly , 
and with no ho spitalizatio n.
